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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the 
application in condition for allowance because: Entry of the proposed amendments do not overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. §103, 
as being unpatentable over Pumpens, in view of Zlotnickc. Applicant's arguments against Pumpens reference individually fail to provide 
any compelling reasoning or evidence to show there is no reasonable expectation of success based upon the teachings of the prior art. 
Thus, the 103 rejection is maintained. If the amendment were entered, the rejection of claims 102, 106, 107 and 117 under 35 U.S.C.
